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DONALD  M.  RAITTO,  SR. 
FORMER  CHIEF  OF  POLICE  TOWN  OF  TROY 

This  past  year  the  Town  of  Troy  was  saddened  by  the  passing  away  of 
Donald  M.  Raitto  Sr.,  a  former  police  chief  of  Troy. 

Don  was  born  in  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  moved  to  Fitzwilliam  then  to 
Troy  where  he  spent  most  of  his  life.  Prior  to  World  War  II,  he  was  em- 
ployed at  Troy  Blanket  Mills  and  served  as  the  Town  Police  Chief  during 
this  time.  A  dedicated  man  to  his  town  and  its  residents,  he  was  well 
respected  and  maintained  law  and  order  to  the  benefit  of  the  residents. 

During  this  period  Troy  was  a  mill  town  with  a  lot  of  hard-working 
people,  most  of  them  poor,  who  worked  hard  to  support  their  family,  to 
make  sure  their  children  received  an  education  and  attended  school. 
Don  made  sure  the  environment  was  right  for  the  children  in  town  and 
that  school  was  attended  by  those  that  went  -  not  many  were  tardy  -  or 
the  parents  knew. 

Don  brought  up  two  sons  and  five  daughters  in  Troy  and  was  a  dedi- 
cated loving  father  to  all  of  them. 

As  the  world  was  in  turmoil  and  building  up  to  World  War  II,  Don 
went  to  work  in  Quincy  Ship  Yard  building  ships  much  needed  by  the 
Merchant  Marine  to  ship  supplies  to  Europe. 

Although  he  would  never  have  had  to  serve  his  country  because  of 
his  age,  he  volunteered  for  service  in  the  Navy  and  became  a  Seabee  of 
the  Navy.  There  he  served  in  a  Navy  Construction  Battalion  in  the  Far 
Pacific  with  the  Marines  in  the  battles  to  retake  the  islands  held  by 
the  Japanese. 

Upon  returning  to  Troy,  Don  returned  to  his  profession  as  a  car- 
penter and  joined  the  American  Legion  and  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
where  he  was  always  an  active  member  in  their  endeavors  and  charities. 

One  of  Don's  favorite  organizations  was  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows  Fraternal  Lodge  in  Troy  where  he  participated  faithfully 
to  the  end. 

He  cared  for  his  home  town  and  watched  over  it  from  his  house  on 
the  hill.  Often  he  would  comment  on  the  progress  of  the  Town  and  rural 
style  of  life  but  quietly  was  very   dedicated  to  helping  those  who  were 
in  need. 

Don  was  very   charitable  to  those  whom  he  could  help  by  donating 
his  life-long  skills  when  needed  and  assisting  in  other  ways  not  known 
to  many.  A  great  many  donated  hours  were  put  forth  by  Don  to  repair  or 
maintain  different  things  in  Town  that  got  broken  or  were  damaged.  He 
was  proud  of  Troy. 

Yes,  Don  did  his  share  in  Troy  for  the  Town  and  its  people.  He 
will  be  missed.  We  are  certain  his  wife  and  children  who  miss  him  are 
also  very   proud  of  him  as  a  husband,  a  father,  and  a  fine  man.

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reopen  a  section  of  road 
at  the  end  of  the  Town  maintained  road  on  South  Main  Street  from  the 
present  road  Closed  to  Gates  and  Bars  sign  for  a  distance  of  1,200 
feet.  Only  one  house  will  be  built  on  the  Lepisto  Property  and  that 
will  have  a  200  foot  frontage  on  this  road.   (By  Petition). 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  classify  South  Street  as 
a  "Scenic  Road"  as  provided  under  RSA  231.  Recommended  by  Selectmen. 
(By  Petition). 

ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  250  feet  of  the 
Class  VI  road  at  the  end  of  Richmond  Road  to  be  used  as  access  to  an 
existing,  legal  building  lot  of  13  acres,  Map  31,  Lot  008.

Passage  of  this  article 
will  give  the  full  approval  of  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Troy  to 
authorize  the  Landfill  Committee,  with  the  Approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  establish  rules  and  regulations  and  proceedures  for  operating  the 
landfull  and  recycling  center.

ARTICLE  29:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  agreements  with  the  Southwest  Regional  Planning  Commis-

sion,  the  State  Office  of  Emergency  Management,  the  State  Planning 
Commission,  and  other  State  agencies,  when  money  becomes  available  for 
feasibility  studies,  grants,  and  agreements  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town.  This  to  be  done  by  the  Selectmen,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Town  Budget  Committee,  after  consultation  with  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission, Planning  Board  and  Industrial  Development  Committee. 
Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen.

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REPORT   OF   THE  GAY-KIMBALL   LIBRARY 

1988  saw   some    changes   at   the   Gay-Kimball    Public  Library.      On  June 
1,   Shirley  Lang,   our   town   librarian   for  six   years,    retired.      In  July   a    re- 
ception  was   held   at   the    library    in   her    honor.      Two   evergreen   shrubs    were 
donated   and   planted   near  the   front  steps  to   commemorate   the  occasion. 

The    library  office   was   painted   and   updated   with   a   new    work   counter, 
file   cabinet   and  adjustable  shelving.      All   of   the   labor   was   done   by  volun- 
teers so    costs   were   kept   to   a   minimum.      Special    thanks   to   Bill    Morrill, 
Ronald  Sargent   and  Erv   Doyle   for   contributing  their   time   to   the   project. 

New   shelving  was   made  to   fit   the   fiction  side  of  the   library   and  to 

increase  out   total   shelf  space.     Since   the   collection    is  growing  every   year 

it   had   crowded   the   old   lower  shelves   to   the   point   that  nothing   could   be 
added. 

Two   very  successful    book  sales   were   held   this   year   thanks   to   the 
efforts  of   many  volunteers   and   the   trustees.     The   third   planned  sale   had 
to   be   cancelled   because   of   bad   weather   but   we   were   able   to  sell   some  of 
the   books   inside   the   library   during  the   weeks   before  Christmas.      Our 
sincere   appreciation   goes   to   Wade  Greeley   and   Bill    Matson   whose   help 
made   1988   the   biggest   book  sale   year   ever!      Book  sale   proceeds   were   used 
to   purchase   more   new    books   for   all    areas  of   the   library   and   for  the   new 
shelving. 

About   500   new    books   were   purchased   for  the   library   and   about   300 
donated   books   were   added   to   the   collection.     The  video   collection   now 
numbers   fifty   tapes.     We   continue   to  subscribe   to   more   than   thirty   maga- 
zines  each   year. 

Troy  Mills   again  donated   generously  to   the   library   to  support  the 
growing  Troy   Mills  Business  Collection   which   includes   books,   magazines   and 
videos   relating  to   business,   world   finance   and   personal    finance. 

During  the  school    year  there  were  several   class  visits  from   the  Troy 
Elementary  School,  Troy  Christian  School   and  The  Tender  Shepherd  Kinder- 
garten. 

The   annual   summer   reading  program   was  very  well    received  this   year 
with  eighty-four  children  signed  up  to   participate.     Many  of  those   readers 
were  able  to   be  present  at  the  August  party  where  games,   paintings, 
bubble-blowing  and   refreshments  were  enjoyed  by  all. 

Early   in  the  year,  an  open  house  was  held  to   honor  donors  to  the 
Library  of  America  Collection.     Thirty  of  the  sixty   books   in  the  set   have 
been  published  and  were  on  display   in  the  Ripley  Room.

REPORT  OF  LANDFILL  COMMITTEE 

Last  year  at  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  passed  Article  36.  The 
Article  was,  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  encourage  the  people  in 
the  Town  of  Troy  to  recycle  the  refuse  that  is  taken  to  the  dump." 
No  further  action  was  taken,  no  appropriation  was  made  and  no  facili- 
ties were  provided  at  the  dump  for  recycling. 

This  year  the  Landfill  Committee  is  asking  the  Town  to  go  two 
steps  further.  First,  we  are  asking  that  you  reaffirm  last  year's 
vote  and  pass  the  Article  setting  up  a  voluntary  recycling  program. 
Second,  we  are  asking  you  to  vote  for  an  appropriation  so  that  facili- 
ties can  be  made  at  the  dump  to  receive  the  materials  that  you  have 
separated  for  recycling. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  important  to  establish  some  sort  of 
a  proceedure  to  conserve  space  at  the  landfill.  The  State  monitors 
our  landfill  and  when  they  tell  us  that  it  is  full  and  can  no  longer 
be  used,  we  shall  have  to  transport  our  trash  to  some  other  facility, 
either  a  landfill  or  an  incinerator.  This  will  cost  far  more  than  re- 
cycling. Every  single  thing  that  can  be  recycled  out  of  the  landfill 
saves  valuable  space  for  the  trash  that  cannot  be  recycled. 

The  committee  would  like  to  begin  the  recycling  process  by  hav- 
ing you  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  trash,  glass,  aluminum,  news- 
paper and  rags.  To  explain  the  whole  process  in  the  the  Town  Report 
would  take  up  too  much  space,  so  come  to  Town  Meeting,  listen  to  the 
proposal,  ask  questions,  make  up  your  mind  and  then  vote.

TROY  POLICE   DEPARTMENT 

Last   year,   the  Troy  Police   Department   appealed  to   residents   to   take 
part   in  the   Neighborhood  Watch  Program.     We   would   like   to   report   that 
the   program   has   been   highly  successful.     We  strongly  encourage   anyone 
seeing  anything  that   may  appear  out  of  the  ordinary  to   report   it   by   call- 
ing 352-1100  or  242-7992. 

Also,   during   1988,   we   reached  a   record   high   in   motor  vehicle  acci- 
dents.     In   many  of  these   accidents,  speed   was   determined  to   be   a   contri- 
buting factor.      In   an   effort  to   reduce  speed   related   accidents,   the  Troy 
Police   Department,   with   approval   of   the  Selectmen,   borrowed   a   radar  unit 
for   a  trial    period  of   two   months.     The   unit  was   used  on   many  town   roads 
as   well   as   Route   12.     Although  only  a   few  summonses   were   issued   be- 
cause  it   was   a  trial    period,   many  warnings   were   issued.     Over   half  of   the 
vehicles  stopped  were  found  to   be  from   out-of-town  and  a  number  were 
also  found  to   be  under  the   influence  of  alcohol. 

Our  use  of  the   radar  unit,   when   word   got  out,   helped   considerably 
in  slowing  down  speed  violators.     Some   people   do   not   realize  the  serious- 
ness of  excessive  speed  violations   and  think   we  are   wasting   time   and 
money   in  enforcing  the  speed   limits.     The   majority  of   people,   however, 
understand  that   excessive  speed   causes   accidents. 

Traffic  through  our   town   has   risen  substantially  within   the   past   few 
years.     We   have   been  especially  concerned   with   the  early   morning,   noon- 
time and   mid-afternoon   traffic  when   children   are   waiting  for  or   getting 
off  buses  and  walking  to  and  from  school. 

We  must  employ  adequate  means  to   control   speed  and   in  a  method 
most  appropriate  for  use   in  our   court  system.      In  this   endeavor,   the  Troy 
Police   Department   is   planning  to   purchase   a   radar  unit   as   part  of  our 
department's  standard  equipment. 

We  would  like  to  ask  the  citizens  of  Troy  to  please  recognize  and 
adhere  to  the  speed  limits  and  help  us  make  our  streets  safer  for  our- 
selves and  our  children.

Between  July    1987   and  June    1988,   we   experienced   more   fires   than   normal. 
The   fhree   leading   causes   of   forest   fires   were   again   children,   fires   kindled 
without   written   permission   of   a  Forest   Fire  Warden   and   debris   burning. 
All    causes   are   preventable,    but   only   with   your   help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  pre- 
vention.     Contact   your   Forest   Fire   Warden   for   more    information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of 
State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regula- 
tions;  however,   your   assistance    is   needed. 

If   you   know   of   a   logging  operation   and  suspect   a  state   timber   harvest   law 
may   be   violated,   call    your   Forest   Fire  Warden,  Concord   Forest   Protection 
Headquarters   at   (603)   271-2217,   or    local    Forest   Ranger. 

On  January   1,    1989,   the    Deceptive   Forestry   Business   Practices   Law    (RSA 
224:54)   goes    into   effect.      This   law,    in  summary,  states   that   a   person    is 
quilty   of   a   misdeameanor    if,    in   the    course   of   buying  or  selling   a   forest 
product,   uses   a   false   weight  or   measure  for   falsely  determining  any 
quality   or   quantity  of   a   forest   product.      For   more    information,   contact 
one  of   the   persons   memtioned  above.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHWEST  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

In  1988  the  Regional  Planning  Commission  continued  to  provide  various 
services  to  the  town  of  Troy.  Work  on  the  Master  Plan  proceeded;  to 
date  the  Population  &  Housing,  Natural  Resources  and  Community  facili- 
ties sections  of  the  Plan  have  been  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board 
for  review  and  comment.  In  addition,  preliminary  maps  for  the  Land 
Use  section,  as  well  as  the  field  work  and  road  inventory  for  the 
Transportation  section  have  been  completed.  The  final  reports  and 
maps  should  be  ready  within  a  few  months. 

In  January  of  1988  the  Town  of  Troy  contracted  with  the  Regional 
Planning  Commission  for  a  Public  Facilities  Feasibility  Study--an 
analysis  of  sidewalks,  dry  hydrants  &  fire  ponds,  police  &  fire 
protection,  and  water  &  sewer  capabilities.  The  existing  facilities 
were  examined  and  needs  for  expansion  were  discussed.  The  study  was 
submitted  in  December  to  the  Office  of  State  Planning  for  review. 

The  Troy  Planning  Board  also  received  some  direct  assistance  in  1988 
from  the  Commission  through  the  Planning  Board  Assistance  Program. 
This  provided  the  Board  with  advice  on  various  subdivision  reviews 
as  well  as  zoning  questions  and  amendments. 

There  were  14  meetings  in  Troy  with  persons  from  this  office  to  work 
on  the  Master  Plan  or  for  Planning  Board  Assistance.

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MONADNOCK  FAMILY  &  MENTAL  HEALTH  REPORT 

AGENCY  HISTORY 

Monadnock  Family  Services  was  organized  in  1959  following  a  joint 
study  by  the  Cheshire  County  Community  Services  Council  and  the  League 
of  Women  Voters  (Keene  and  Peterborough).  Originally  named  Monadnock 
Area  Family  Service,  the  agency  was  organized  through  a  merger  of  the 
Bureau  of  Public  Service  and  the  Keene  Mental  Hygiene  Association. 
The  service  operated  in  this  form  through  1966,  expanding  in  a  five 
year  period  to  a  staff  of  two  full-time  social  workers  with  psychia- 
tric and  psychological  consulting  support. 

In  1967,  following  a  study  during  the  previous  two  years,  a  com- 
munity mental  health  clinic  service  was  organized  providing  direct 
psychiatric  and  psychological  services.  This  program  added  two  psych- 
iatric consultants,  a  clinical  psychologist  and  one  social  worker  to 
the  agency  staff. 

Now,  in  1988,  Monadnock  Family  Services  has  grown  from  providing 
only  outpatient  services  in  its  early  years  to  providing  a  much  broader 
range  of  services  in  response  to  community  needs.  MFS  operates  out  of 
four  district  offices;  Keene,  Peterborough,  Winchester  and  Walpole. 
We  serve  the  38  towns  of  the  Monadnock  Region.  Our  services  now  in- 
clude the  following: 

Counseling  Services  for  Adults  Housing 

Adolescent  and  Children's  Treatment  Client  Service  Management 

Elderly  Services  and  RSVP  Partial  Hospitalization 

Psychological  Testing  Vocational  Services 

Emergency  Services  Volunteer  Center 
Parenting  Programs 

KEENE  and  WALPOLE  DISTRICT  OFFICES 

The  Keene  and  Walpole  District  Offices  of  Monadnock  Family  Ser- 
vices provides  outpatient  services  for  children  and  adults  living  in 
the  town  of  Keene,  Alstead,  Chesterfield,  Fitzwilliam,  Gilsum,  Marl- 
borough, Marlow,  Nelson,  Roxbury,  Stoddard,  Sullivan,  Surry,  Swanzey, 
Troy,  Walpole  and  Westmoreland.  Included  among  these  services  are 
individual,  group,  family,  and  marital  psychotherapy, as  well  as  twenty- 
four  hour  crisis  intervention.  In  addition,  the  Keene  District  Office 
provides  special  services  for  the  Elderly,  Vietnam  Veterans,  Sexual 
Abuse  victims,  and  Pregnant  teenagers  and  adolescent  parents. 

Monadnock  Family  Service  is  also  continuing  its  alcohol  and  drug 
abuse  prevention  project  in  the  Fall  Mountain  School  District,  Keene 
Junior  High  and  Keene  High  School.  This  project  provides  consulta- 
tion to  teachers,  administrators,  parents  and  students  around  ways  to 
address  the  problems  of  substance  abuse  and  chemical  dependency. 
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The  staff  of  the  Keene  and  Walpole  District  Offices  are  all 
trained  professionals  who  are  committed  to  meeting  the  mental  health 
needs  of  the  communities  they  serve.

In  view  of  the  many  industrial  client  and  associated  contacts 
this  committee  has  made  in  1988  the  feeling  is  strong  that  selected 
industry (s)  will  locate  in  Troy  in  the  near  future.  The  natural  gas 
pipeline  project  should  provide  increased  revenue  for  the  town.  In 
addition  to  the  regular  monthly  meetings  this  committee  in  part  or 
as  a  whole  has  had  in  excess  of  twenty  face  to  face  meetings  with 
area,  state,  and  business  representatives.  There  has  been  direct 
communication  with  the  following  concerns:  Yankee  magazine,  P  C 
Connection,  Kollmorgan  Applied  Technology  Group,  Swift  River  Hafs- 
lund,  Thermo  Electron,  Harrisville  Designs,  Atlantic  Packaging,  and 
Applied  Color.  Your  committee  is  working  closely  with  the  Office  of 
Economic  Development  in  Concord  and  has  joined  the  New  Hampshire  and 
Northeastern  Associations  for  Industrial  Development. 

The  necessary  chore  of  site  description,  survey,  appraisals, 
improvement,  access,  and  promotion  continues  as  all  loose  ends  are 
tied  together  to  provide  an  attractive  sales  package  for  prospective 
clients.  All  town  lots  have  been  zoned  industrial  and  litigation 
continues  on  some  40  acres  in  question.  Feasibility  studies  are  be- 
ing undertaken  by  the  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  to  extend 
water/sewer  lines  to  the  outlying  areas  that  are  zoned  industrial. 
An  exploratory  meeting  will  be  held  with  representatives  of  the 
Champlain  Pipeline  Company  (the  natural  gas  project)  in  the  near 
future. 

Committee  members  made  themselves  available  for  information  and 
input  at  a  table  at  the  1988  Town  Meeting,  through  a  brief  question- 
naire at  the  same  meeting,  and  with  a  RV  "booth"  at  the  Troy  Arts 
Festival.

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REASSESSMENT  OF  TOWN  OF  TROY 
1989 

This  summer  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  Property 
Appraisal  Division  will  be  in  the  Town  of  Troy  to  revalue  the  buildings 
and  land;  this  brings  the  assessment  up  to  100%  of  valuation. 

Reassessment  was  last  done  in  1976  and  completed  in  1977.  Since 
that  time  our  equalized  valuation  has  dropped  to  40%  as  of  1988. 

Prior  to  them  coming  to  Town,  the  Selectmen  will  be  doing  the 
following  which  will  reduce  the  cost  of  the  revaluation. 

Taking  pictures  of  every   house  in  Troy,  they  requested  this  be 
done  for  identification. 

Checking  measurements  on  buildings  that  have  been  added  to  or 
modified. 

Making  up  new  Tax  Cards  with  Map  &  Lot  number,  Name  and  Address 
of  the  owner,  and  matching  them  up  in  Map  and  Lot  number  numerical 
sequence  for  easy  access  and  identification  to  the  assessors. 

The  more  of  this  that  we  can  do  will  save  on  the  total  expense 
for  the  revaluation. 

Every  one  will  be  notified  when  they  come  to  Town  hopefully  with 
a  schedule  as  to  where  they  will  begin  and  how  they  will  notify  you 
when  they  do  your  property. 

When  the  revaluation  is  completed  in  the  late  fall  or  early  1990, 
there  will  be  a  public  hearing  for  questions  that  arise  and  corrections 
if  necessary. 

We  have  found  from  past  experience  and  by  checking  with  other 
towns,  that  it  is  the  general  opinion  throughout  the  State  that  the 
assessors  from  the  State  Appraisal  Division  do  a  fine  job  and  are 
very  professional  in  their  assessing.

An  existing  resi- 
dential building  that  is  used  as  a  residence  and  which  con- 
tains not  more  than  six  (6)  sleeping  rooms,  with  or  without 
individual  sanitary  facilities,  for  rental  accommodations 
for  tourists,  for  durations  less  than  two  weeks,  which 
serves  breakfasts  to  guests  and  may  serve  other  meals  to 
guests.  An  accessory  building  to  a  residence  is  not  a  Bed 
and  Breakfast. 

2.  CONVERSION  APARTMENT.  The  remodeling  of  a  single-family 
dwelling  unit  into  two  or  more  separate  dwelling  units,  or, 
the  conversion  of  an  existing  two  family  dwelling  unit  into 
three  or  more  separate  dwelling  units. 

3.  DWELLING:  A  building  designed  or  used  as  the  living  quarters 
of  one  or  more  families.  The  terms  "Dwelling",  "single- 
family  dwelling",  "two-family  dwelling"  or  "multi-family 
dwelling"  shall  not  be  deemed  to  include  "motel",  "hotel", 

or  "group  home",  "boarding  house"  or  "nursing  home". 

4.  DWELLING  TYPE: 

a.  Single-family.  A  dwelling  unit  accommodating  a  single 
family,  detached  from  any  additional  dwelling  units, 
with  two  side  yards. 

b.  Two-Family  (Duplex).  A  building  having  two  (2)  dwelling 
units  each  with  its  own  exterior  entrance  and  containing 
no  more  than  two  families.  The  dwelling  units  may  be 
either  semidetached  with  one  (1)  family  living  on  each 
side  of  a  common  party  wall  or  stacked  with  one  family 
living  over  the  other. 

c.  Multi-Family.  A  building  containing  three  (3)  or  more 
dwelling  units  and  designed  to  be  occupied  as  a  residence 
by  three  (3)  or  more  families  living  independently  of 
each  other  and  each  having  its  own  exterior  door  or 
entrance  from  an  interior  hall.  For  the  purpose  of  this 
code  Townhouses  (Row  Dwellings)  shall  be  considered 
multi-family  dwellings. 

d.  Townhouse  (Row  Dwelling).  Three  or  more  dwelling  units 
accommodating  three  or  more  families  which  are  attached 
side  by  side  through  the  use  of  common  party  walls  and 
which  may  have  side  yards  adjacent  to  each  unit. 

5.  DWELLING  UNIT.  Any  building  or  portion  thereof  which  is  de- 
signed and  used  exclusively  for  residential  purposes  of  one 
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(1)  family,  and  includes  complete  kitchen  and  bathroom  faci- 
lities. 
6.  FAMILY. 

a.  An  individual,  or  two  or  more  persons  related  by  blood 
or  marriage  or  adoption,  living  together  in  a  dwelling 
unit;  or 

b.  A  group  of  not  more  than  four  persons  who  need  not  be 
related  by  blood  or  marriage  or  adoption,  living  to- 
gether as  a  single  housekeeping  unit  in  a  dwelling  unit 
and  sharing  common  facilities  as  considered  reasonably 
appropriate  for  a  family  related  by  blood,  marriage  or 
adoption;  in  either  case  exclusive  of  usual  servants.

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  programs  and  contin- 
ued study  and  development  of  plans  for  a  Youth  Center  in  the  Town  of 
Troy.  The  Selectmen,  Moderator  and  Budget  Committee  chairman  will  ap- 
point six  (6)  residents  of  Troy  to  a  committee  to  over  see  the  Youth 
Center  Study  Committee.  Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen. 

Gideon  Nadeau  requested  that  this  article  be  amended  to  delete  the  last 
sentence  which  sets  6  more  persons  to  oversee  the  present  committee. 
He  stated  that  the  committee  feels  that  6  more  persons  could  set  up 
road  blocks  for  programs  planned  for  the  next  year. 
Wendell  Hawkins  asked  why  do  we  need  6  more  persons.  Selectman  Walsh 
stated  that  the  liability  to  the  town  in  case  of  damage  to  persons  or 
property  was  extremely  high  and  selectmen  feel  that  there  would  be  a 


better  handle  on  this  with  more  persons  involved  along  with  the  in- 
surance coverage.  Amendment  defeated.  Original  article  passed  by

ARTICLE  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  negoiate  with  Eugene  Beauregard  to  acquire  the  parcel  of  land  Map 
11  Lot  2A  .11  acres  on  the  east  side  of  Dort  Street  extension  at  the 
Sewer  Plant  gate  and  to  further  adjust  the  land  between  the  Town  Road, 
Dort  Street  extension  and  land  of  Eugene  Beauregard.  Upon  acquisition 
this  .11  acre  parcel  is  to  be  added  to  Town  owned  map  11  Lot  5. 
Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen.   Acreage  amended  to 
read  3.11  acres.   Passed  as  amended.

ARTICLE  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell,  transfer  and  convey  property  described  as  the  Webby  Hayes 
Map  11  Lot  2  Lot,  which  was  purchased  by  the  Town  in  1978  and  is 
located  off  Dort  St.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  26:  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  80:58-86  for  a  real 
estate  lien  procedure?  These  statutes  provide  that  tax  sales  to 
private  individuals  for  nonpayment  of  property  taxes  on  real  estate 
are  replaced  with  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure  under  which  only  a 
minicipality  or  county  where  the  property  is  located  or  the  state  may 
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acquire  a  tax  lien  against  land  and  buildings  for  unpaid  taxes.  Recom- 
mended by  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen.  (By  petition) 

Gary  Lang  stated  that  he  felt  that  with  this  type  of  proceedure,  the 
taxpayer  was  losing  a  year  in  which  to  pay  off  the  taxes.  Selectman 
Callahan  stated  that  this  would  close  the  open  bid  proceedure  and  the 
town  will  purchase  all  liens  and  there  will  be  no  outside  bidders. 
The  Tax  Collector  stated  that  the  1987  unpaid  taxes  would  go  to  lien 
in  the  spring  of  1988  and  tax  deed  would  be  in  1990,  thus  allowing  the 
three  year  period,  or  2  yrs  &  1  day  from  lien.  After  much  more  dis- 
cussion, this  article  was  passed  by  ballot  vote.   Yes  67    No  9 

ARTICLE  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  close  out  the  Sewer  account  with  the  EPA  and  the  State  of  N.H.  and 
accept  a  sum  of  money  that  will  be  returned  to  the  Town.  To  use  that 
sum  to  close  out  the  Sewer  Construction  account  and  turn  the  remaining 
money  over  to  the  Water/Sewer  Commissioners  to  be  invested  and  to  be 
used  for  future  capital  products  related  to  the  Sewer  Dept.   Passed 
as  written. 

ARTICLE  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  and  authorize  the  Water/ 
Sewer  Dept.  to  withdraw  the  Capital  Reserve  accounts  now  established 
for  the  Water  Dept.  and  for  the  Sewer  Dept.  that  are  in  Capital  Re- 
serve accounts  and  to  place  them  in  separate  accounts  with  the  Town 
Treasurer  where  they  can  be  invested  and  used  as  needed  in  an  emergency 
Recommended  by  Selectmen.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  29:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  classify  Mackey  Road  as  a 
"Scenic  Road",  as  provided  under  RSA  231.  Recommended  by  Selectmen 
and  Conservation  Committee.  (By  Petition) 

James  Callahan  asked  why  just  Mackey  Road  and  not  other  roads  in  town. 
Selectman  Matson  stated  that  this  article  was  supposed  to  include  all 
roads  subject  to  gates  and  bars. John  Callahan  Sr.  and  Robert  Harkins 
only  had  time  to  get  this  one  done  this  year.  The  Town  Clerk  is  re- 
quired by  Law  to  notify  all  persons  whose  property  abuts  any  road  de- 
signed as  "Scenic  Road."  All  this  article  means  is  that  you  will  need 
permission  from  the  Planning  Board  for  a  building  permit.  You  cannot 
cut  down  large  trees  or  move  stone  walls.  Permits  will  have  to  come 
in  two  weeks  prior  for  notice  to  be  put  into  the  paper  for  a  public 
hearing.  They  then  will  have  to  give  you  permission  to  move  stones 
for  a  driveway  or  trees  which  may  be  needed  to  be  removed  for  same. 
It  does  not  interfere  with  any  private  property.  It  is  just  to  pro- 
tect back  roads  and  the  Conservation  Commission  is  going  to  do  it  to 
all  roads.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  30:  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Troy  will  abolish  the  Resident  Tax. 
Not  recommended  by  Selectmen  or  Budget  Committee.  (By  petition) 

Selectman  Callahan  stated  that  this  article  was  brought  in  by  Petition. 
Selectmen  had  the  right  to  put  this  on  the  warrant  before,  but  chose 
not  to.  In  several  cases  in  the  town,  this  is  the  only  income  from 

90 


people  we  receive.  In  one  instance  in  the  past  year,  the  recordkeeping 
involved  in  this  tax  was  supportative  evidence  to  get  us  out  of  a 
$20,000  liability.  This  makes  us  keep  a  fairly  accurate  census. 
Article  defeated. 

ARTICLE  31:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Troy  Ambulance 
Service  "TEASI"  to  construct  a  building  to  house  the  ambulance  and 
provide  a  meeting  room  on  Town  land  behind  the  Town  Hall.  The  old 
town  barn  will  be  taken  down.  There  is  no  estimated  cost  to  the  town 
as  the  project  will  be  done  by  a  fund-raising  effort  by  TEASI  and 
others  who  wish  to  participate.  The  process  required  by  our  Zoning 
Ordinance  of  Site  Plan  Review  and  the  Board  of  Adjustment  will  be 
followed  prior  to  the  mechanics  of  fund  raising.  Recommended  by 
Selectmen.   Passed  as  read. 

ARTICLE  32:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  transfer  any  unencumbered  funds  from  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment appropriation  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  at  the  end  of  the 
current  year.  This  money  to  be  used  only  for  any  large  welfare  case 
that  should  come  up  in  the  future.  (By  Petition)  Not  recommended  by 
Budget  Committee  or  Selectmen.   Article  defeated. 

ARTICLE  33:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept 
private  donations  of  land,  interest  in  land  or  money  to  be  deposited 
into  the  conservation  fund  for  the  purposes  of  contributing  to  the 
local  matching  portion  required  for  acquiring  conservation  land  or 
interest  in  land  and  other  costs  associated  therewith  for  permanent 
conservation  use  under  the  N.H.  Land  Conservation  Investment  Program 
(LCIP)  RSA  221-A,  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  accept 
the  state  matching  funds  under  the  LCIP  for  the  purposes  of  acquisi- 
tion of  the  fee  or  lesser  interest  in  conservation  land.  Said  donated 
funds  and  state  matching  funds  may  be  expended  by  majority  vote  of  the 
conservation  commission.  Recommended  by  Conservation  Commission  and 
Selectmen.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  34:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  trade,  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  unusable  vehicles 
or  equipment,  of  any  of  the  departments  of  the  Town,  or  to  take  any 
action  thereon.  Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen. 
Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  35:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reopen  a  section  of  road 
at  the  end  of  the  town  maintained  road  on  South  Main  St.  from  the 
present  Road  Closed  to  Gates  &  Bars  sign  for  a  distance  of  1,200  feet. 
Only  one  house  will  be  built  on  the  Lepisto  Property  and  that  will 
have  a  200  foot  frontage  on  this  road.  Culverts,  if  needed,  will  be 
put  in  by  the  owner. 

There  was  much  discussion  as  to  what  a  Class  6  road  was  and  the  width 
of  same.  Fred  Lawrence  made  the  statement  that  it  made  it  possible 
for  more  building  if  road  was  upgraded  to  Class  5.  Bruce  McCulley

wished  to  amend  the  article  to  read  that  any  reopening  be  made  contin- 
gent upon  approval  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Road  Agent  upon  completion  of 
road  to  State  specification  of  a  Class  5  road.   Amendment  passed. 
Elmer  Gladding  asked  when  this  road  was  brought  up  to  class  5,  what 
would  be  the  width  of  it.  Buzzy  Mitchell  stated  that  any  new  road  in 
town  would  be  the  50'  that  the  state  requires,  even  if  it  meant  taking 
some  of  the  land  near  the  road  to  do  so.  Fred  Lawrence  was  in  favor 
of  reopening  the  road  only  after  it  had  been  brought  up  to  state 
standards.  No  vote  taken.  He  also  requested  that  the  article  be 
voted  on  by  a  yes  -  no  vote  and  was  seconded  by  Gary  Lang. 
Yes  30    No  39    Article  defeated. 

ARTICLE  36:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  encourage  the  people  in 
the  Town  of  Troy  to  recycle  the  refuge  that  is  taken  to  the  dump.  The 
landfill  to  be  set  up  so  that  specific  areas  are  designed  for  recycl- 
able materials.  With  the  present  problems  and  fast  rising  cost  of 
landfills  in  Hew  Hampshire  and  the  country,  we  will  need  everyones 
cooperation  to  do  our  best  to  save  space,  protect  the  environment,  the 
water  table  and  to  keep  cost  down.  It  is  possible  that  in  the  future 
recycling  will  become  mandated;  we  need  everyones  help. 

Carl  Beede  made  the  comment  that  he  felt  that  there  were  too  many 
rules  at  the  landfill.  Some  people  have  three  stickers  and  some  have 
only  one.  Martin  Nolan  commercial  hauler  is  paying  only  3.00  per 
truck  for  his  stickers,  and  Carl  felt  that  he  should  be  charged  more. 
Selectman  Walsh  stated  that  the  Selectmen  have  never  set  a  fee  for 
Commercial  Haulers,  but  are  working  on  it.  If  anyone  has  any  sugges- 
tions, they  would  be  more  than  happy  to  hear  of  them.  Carl  then  said 
that  he  wold  not  put  his  sticker  on  his  vehicle  until  the  people  at 
the  Town  meeting  voted  that  that  was  what  should  be  done.  He  also 
asked  where  the  $3.00  was  going. 

Selectman  Callahan  said  that  the  decision  to  go  to  paid  stickers  was 
not  decided  as  easy  as  it  sounds.  There  were  17  people  asked  to  be  on 
a  dump  committee  and  they  suggested  a  fee  of  anywhere  from  $2.00  to 
$10.00,  Selectmen  chose  $3.00.  The  question  as  to  do  the  Selectmen 
have  a  right  to  charge  a  fee  and  there  is  a  RSA  which  uses  words  "to 
regulate"  therefore  gave  power  to  Selectmen  or  a  dump  committee  to 
make  fee.  There  has  been  a  10-15%  reduction  in  usage  at  landfill. 
The  metals  pile  has  stopped  growing.  At  one  time  there  was  a  lot  of 
carcasses  being  left  at  the  dump  and  that  has  stopped.  This  leads  the 
Selectmen  to  believe  that  who  ever  was  doing  this  was  not  entitled  to 
use  our  dump.  All  monies  derived  from  the  sale  of  permits  goes  into 
the  General  Fund. 

Wendell  Hawkins  stated  that  we  need  specific  places  for  recycling. 
Bins,  cans  or  equivalent  for  cans,  bottles,  papers,  etc.  He  also 
feels  that  there  should  be  someone  there  to  be  sure  that  everyone  does 
recycle  and  it  is  put  into  proper  places. 

Warian  Hawkins  made  the  statement  that  recycling  would  become  manda- 
tory within  a  couple  of  years  and  we  should  start  now,  as  it  would  be 
easier  when  the  law  does  become  effective. 
Passed  as  written.

ARTICLE  37:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal 
or  another  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  avail- 
able during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth  in 
RSA  31-05B.   Passes  as  written. 

ARTICLE  38:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  to  pay  charges  and  the  interest  thereon.  Passed  as 
written. 

ARTICLE  39:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  transfer  tax  liens  and  convey  property  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax 
Collector's  Deed  by  public  auction  (or  advertised  sealed  bid)  or  in 
such  manner  as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require. 
Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  40:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmei 
to  enter  into  agreements  with  the  Southwest  Regional  Planning  Commis- 
sion, the  State  office  of  Emergency  Management,  the  State  Planning 
Commission,  and  other  State  agencies,  when  money  becomes  available 
for  feasability  studies,  grants,  and  agreements  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town.  This  is  to  be  done  by  the  Selectmen,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Town  Budget  Committee,  after  consultation  with  the  Conservation 
Commission,  Planning  Board  and  Industrial  Development  Committee. 
Recommended  by  Budget  Committee  and  Selectmen.   Passed  as  written. 

ARTICLE  41:  To  hear  reports  of  committees,  agents  or  officers  hereto- 
fore chosen  and  take  any  action  relative. 

Fred  Lawrence  chairman  of  committee  to  decide  what,  how  and  where  a 
new  town  barn  should  go  stated  that  he  had  done  nothing  this  past  year, 
but  planned  to  get  the  committee  together  during  1988  and  see  if  they 
could  come  up  with  any  plans. 

Gid  Nadeau  made  a  motion  that  Article  19  be  reconsidered  and  Gary 
Jardine  seconded  this  motion.  Moderator  Britton  stated  that  this 
motion  was  out  of  order  as  someone  who  voted  in  the  majority  must 
make  a  motion  to  reconsider  an  article. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  12:15  AM.
